As Agency Administrator Lit- 
tlefield will coordinate and direct 
Organization and Program Plan- 
ning , Systems and Procedures, 
Data Processing, Special Pro- 
jects, and Resource Utilization 
and Management including Mane 
power Planning, the Grants Pro- 
gram, Capital Improvements, and 
Revenue Sharing. 

Littlefield joined the County 
Administrative Office staff as 
an analyst in 1966 and a year 
later was named to his most 
recent position as Senior Ad- 
ministrative Analyst in which he 
has held assignments involving 
30 County departments, 

He has also served as Judicial 
District Coordinator, Advanced 
Planning Coordinator, and as- 
sisted the County Administrative 
Officer in implementing the agene 
cy concept of county government, 

Littlefield is the third Agency 
Administrator to be appointed 
in the County’s transition to agen- 


cy government, a departmental 
consolidation combining similar 
functions to increase efficiency

Other Agencies established by 
the Board of Supervisors include 
the Public Works Agency, Envi- 
ronmental Improvement Agency, 
and Health Care Services Agency.

Court Rules Against City 
In Asphalt Plant Controversy 


It.was reported at the last City 
Council meeting that San Bernar- 
dino County Superior Court ruled

The suit, brought by Flintkote 
Corp., had sought to test the leg- 
ality of a city ordinance which 
does not allow the transfer of 
CUP’s from property owner to 
property owner, Flinkote had 
purchased Associated Rock Co,, 
which had held the permit for a 
new plant since 1967, 

The ruling, Maroney said, 
means the permits are transfer- 
able and run with the land rather 
than with the person holding it, 
He planned no appeal of the de- 
cision at present,

It seems Upland still hasn't 
solved its transportation prob- 
lems to everyone's satisfaction,

When the Upland-Ontario Rap- 
id Transit bus began service th 
beginning of June, Mayor Ab- 
ner B, Haldeman appointed a cit- 
izen’s advisory committee to 
neet twice monthly and discuss 
transportation needs, The origin- 
al 45-member committee has 
been whittled down to 15 inter 
ested persons, Similar to. the 
Mayor’s Advisory Committee, 
the group is supposed to discuss 
Upland’s transportation prob- 
lems and make Suggestion to the 
Council, 

At the last Council meeting, Ci-

Councilment objected to this 
high cost for the interecity aub- 
sidized RTD service and quipped, 
‘“‘we could pay taxi fares for 
rider cheaper than what 
that coats!” 

The transportation discussion 
was postponed six weeks pend- 
ing further input from the cit- 
izen’s transportation committee, 

Jose Fuentes, Personnel Di- 
rector for Upland, reported that 
the citles of Upland, Ontario and 
Montclair have been sponsoring 
joint meetings to discuss the pos- 
sibility of using the “Dial-A- 
Ride’’ transportation service, 
Apparently Upland wouldn't qual- 
ify for “Dial-A-Ride”’ alone, but

people, The council table will be 
circular and have a recessed 
clreular ceiling with indirect 
lighting and a double-faced vote 
ing machine suspended from the 
ceiling, A permanent acreen and 
blackboard Will also be located in 
the chamber area, Seats will be 
padded and can swirl on individu- 
al pedestala, 

The chamber will alsohave fae 
cilities available for cable tele- 
vision broadcasting which ie 
scheduled to begin in the Fall, In 
the basement ot the new buildin 
1,400 square feet will be availab 
to house the heating, cooling and 
electrical systems, About ,200 
square feet has been regervedfor 
a garden patio, according to Al- 
der,

Gas Taxable 
Sales Increase 


The extension of the state sales 
tax to gasoline has sent Upland 
and Ontario service station tax= 
able sales skyrocketing, accord= 
ing to the Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce, 

Ontario service station taxable 
sales of $5,942,000 during fiscal 
1972, compared to only $1,424,000 
in 1971 the chamber said, 

This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that service stations are selling 
more gas but only that a state 
sales tax is now charged on 
gasoline sales, 

Upland service stations ree~ 
ported taxable sales of $3,503,000 
in 1971 according tothe chamber, 
which said its figures were come 

fled from the State Board of 
/Qualization. 

The legislature extended sales 
tax to gasoline in 1971, but the 
law did not become effective un=- 
til July 1, 1972, Total taxable 
gales also showed a marked tne 
crease with Ontario outlets ree 
porting $131, 543,000 in fiscal 
1972 compared to $118,746,000 
in 1971, 

Upland stores reported $56,- 
471,000 in taxable sales in fis 
cal 1972 compared to $48,667,000 
in 1971, Other outlets showing 
sizeable increases in taxable 
sales included restaurants and 
bars, furniture and appliance 
stores, building material and 
farm implements stores and auto 
dealers and auto supply stores,
